INETY per cent of all the coun­ 
try boys aud girls never get 
any 
education 
beyond 
that 
given them In the country I 
schoolhouse. Obviously the problem of 
education for country life is tbs prob­ 
lem of the district school. 
J 
The problem of tile Increasing cost j 
of living is not so much to be solved 
by raising more corn an d hogs as it is 
by raising better boys And girls. 
A 
crop of boys and girls brought up to 
love the country aud appreciate its 
possibilities will do much to postpone 
the coming of the day when the Unit­ 
ed States will be too big to feed Itself. 
Ther# ara too few 
real 
country 
schools in the United States today. 
There are too many imitations of town 
schools 
Too many of the teachers ars 
girls from town. 
They come out on 
Mouday morning and go back on Fri­ 
day night 
They have none of the 
spirit of the country, and they endure 
the country school for the meager 
wages they receive. 
They are longing 
for the day when they may get posi­ 
tions In town schools. 
While this condition exists the rural 
ecbool cannot be a success. 
If the 
country is to have a life of Its own, aa 
it already bas In many localities, that

life must be most m anifest to the 
ecbool. 
The fault Is not primarily 
with th* teacher, but with the system. 
The chief fault with the rural schools 
is that there are too many of them. 
lo Iowa there are 27b schools with few­ 
er tbau five pupil* each. 
There ar* 
2.&5M schools with mu average of fewer 
than ten pupil*, The schools ba vs been 
established with the Idea of numbers 
rather tbau quality. There Is n school­ 
house every two miles with monoto­ 
nous regularity, whether there ar* any 
pupils or not. 
Under such conditions 
a large share of the school funds Is 
used In maintaining the small schools. 
Tbs result 
Is cheep teachers, poor 
schoolhouses and meager equipment. 
The most advanced rural rommunK 
rles are getting around this difficulty 
by consolidation, 
lo some places two 
schools are brought together, lo others 
three or four or half a dozen. 
One 
good, wall equipped schoolhouse takes 
the place of several poor ones. 
Fewer 
teachers ere needed, sod th* money 
can be used to hire better ones 
A plot 
of ground can be purchased for a 
school garden, aud tbs schoolhouse 
can have trees aud a lawn. 
Local pride has been one of th* ob­ 
stacles in the way of consolidation. 
The patrons of a school district dislike 
to have their schoolhouse taken sway 
even though there ere but two or three 
pupils of school age lo the district 
Local pride la a commendable thing. 
There ie Just as much local pride in a 
consolidated district, but It is a little 
wider in Its scope. 
The pride based 
upon n modem consolidated school has 
much more foundation then the pride 
that objects to having rn dilapidated, 
poorly attended schoolhouse removed. 
The question of getting pupils to and 
from school has been a troublesome 
one In some localities. 
The coming of 
better roads Is doing much to solve 
that. 
Even in the largest consolidat­ 
ed ecbool districts the bulk of the pu­ 
pils are within two or three mile* of 
the schoolhouse 
Often stables are pro­ 
vided near the schoolhouse, where th* 
pupil* from the comers of the district 
can keep their horses 
More often th* 
children are hauled In covered wagons 
at the eipen*e of th* district. 
The consolidated rural schools ar# 
developing a system of education all 
their own. 
They are no longer imi­ 
tators of the city 1* bool*. 
They ar* 
of tbs country and for the country. 
Objection has be»*u made to the Intro­ 
duction of agriculture into the rural 
ac hoots on the ground that the courses 
ape already crowded. 
There ie soma 
ground 
for this objection In the old 
fashioned district school. 
In the con­ 
solidated school better grading Is pos­ 
sible. the pupil* learn a thing well 
when they go over It. and endless 
repetition Is ii nm* e*sary 
Every one 
who bae attended a district school re­ 
members the endless routine of selec­ 
tions In the reader, which roust be 
gone over time and again until they 


goi?" Is the ob v io u s feeling of wet- 
tails or hedge sparrow * fussing round 
a young cuckoo, which, though fully 
fledged, la too lazy to feed itself 
Even other young bints lf placed lo 
the sam e cag* with a cuckoo soon be 
gin to feed U. 
Yet after all the spoil- 
lng which it receives th* cuckoo is a 
thoroughly 111 conditioned, surly uud 
spiteful bird. 
A youug one which was 
daily fed by a thrush no older than 
itself, which wa* confined lo the aam* 
ctg*, perked the floor bird’s ays out 
because It v e n tu ri to eat a worm it­ 
self. 


could almost be read w ithout looking 
at the book. 
Arithmetic was much 
the same. 
Often there was a sew 
teacher each term, and abe went on 
the principle that tbs advanced da*# 
should be put back to fractions to 
•tart with. 
History was another end­ 
less circle. 
Geography was a list of 
towns and seas to be memorized. 
In the consolidated school the work 
la ay sterna tised and made more thor­ 
ough. The time saved can go to some 
of the newer branches which relate to 
agriculture. 
It is not the actual agri­ 
culture taught in these schools that 
makes them the most effective how 
ever. 
It is the spirit of th* farfl? thai 
la Injected Into th* other studies. The 
modern arithm etic bas tost most of 
itn ponderous aud imaginary problems, 
instead the problems deal with the 
price of corn and cattie, with the Ag 
urlng of a balanced ration and with 
the profit on a field of corn. Physiol­ 
ogy bas been broadened. 
The diges­ 
tion of anim als Is studied, together 
with the digestion of man. 
The girl 
learns the need of a balanced ration 
for people at the same time that ber 
brother is learning the necessity of the 
same kind of ration for stock. 
The 
principles that underlie both are the 
same. 
Geography deals with products more 
than with places. 
Tbs pupils learn 
where the various articles of com 
meres come from and why each coun 
try la adapted by nature to certain in 
dustriea. 
The boy takes added intel 
eat In bls class when he learns that 
the binding twine that Is used for his 
fnrher's binder comes from the Phil­ 
ippine Islands or that most of the 
sngar he eats 00 his bread at lunch­ 
time comes from 
the German beet 
fields. 
The details of land formation 
are studied lo the stream s and hills 
of the school district, and a study of 
aoli* ta brought in at the aam* tim#. 
The** outdoor axcurslona add to the 
interest of the work and quicken the 
children's power of observation. 
W hen ail the time necessary baa been 
given to the routine studies there is 
Mt ill plenty left. 
A little botany can 
lo* given 
The pupils can study tbs 
form s of flowers and plants and tbs 
mystery of growing things 
Usually 
the school has a garden of ample size. 
H ere the pupils can attend part of the 
tim e In summer, when the pleasant 
w eather makes the study of books Irk 
some. 
They can study tbs different 
needs snd plants at first band and 
learn thinga from tbla close observa­ 
tion which they uever could obtain 
from books. 
In the spring before work 
In the garden Is possible germination 
(Mixes can be started Indoors and th* 
beginning of the life of th* plant stud 
led. 
Often a small shop and a few 
tools are provided, sad the boys sr* 
taught to sew and plane sod bam usr 
to some effect 
'I he success of this modern diet riot 
school education baa been proved Iw 
yond a doubt. One of the foremost lo 
ca Ii tics In the country In this move 
meat la Page county, la. The work ba­ 
ga n there In 190T under th* leader-nip 
of Mise Jessie Field, a county superin­ 
tendent. whose motto. ‘ We believe In 
the eountry boy* and girls.” has be 
come famous tbs country over.

c ounty aet to work to give the country 
tK>ys aud girls a better chance.

of Miss Fields first acta was to dis
